Child Abuse, an 
Alarming Phenomenon 

A five-day international conference aimed at drawing 
up a global action plan to control child sexual abuse, 
pedophilia and child pornography concluded Satur- 
day with a note of disappointment expressed by many 
participants. 

Observers believe that the issue is very complicated rmd 
has its roots in the very structure of the world s sodol fiber. 

Sexual exploitation of minors is a woiidwide problem 
and poverty is the main cause. In some countries, such as 
Thailand. Indkz, Bangladesh and Nepal human beings 
have become a commodity which con be bought and sold 
Despite the sharp Increase in economic growth of 
many countries in Asia, Africa and Latin America, the gap 
between the haves and the have-nots is growing wider 
and wider. 

A recent U.N. report rightly maintained that despite 
progress in many developing nations, the world's poorest 
people are 'not enjoying the fruits' of the last few decades 
of economic prosperity. 

Another report said while in the past 50 years the 
world's wealth has multiplied sevenfold, three-quarters 
of it is in the hands of just 20 percent of the world's 
population. The poor own only 1.4 percent of the world's 
wealth, down from 2.3 percent in 1952. 

These statistics are startling, and it is obvious 4hat in 
the light of these facts a five-day conference lilte the one 
held in Stockholm could only serve as a starting point for 
such a widespread and global social malady. 

UNICEF estimates that one million children a year are 
forced into child prostitution. 

As long as poverty and disparity of wealth exist in the 
world, we should not expect things to improve. Observers 
rightly point out a common complaint regarding the final 
declaration of the Stockholm Conference and soy due 
attention was not paid to the impact of poverty on child 
sexual abuse phenomenon. 

True, the delegates had adopted a non-binding decla- 
ration and action plan which called for the prevention, 
protection and rehobilitation of victims, ond proposed 
stiffer legislation and increased cooperation. 

But history tells us that 'stiffer legislation' alone can not 
solve any problem. What we need to do is to awaken the 
conscience of the common people worldwide through a 
specific plan implemented 1^ using the existing scientific 
technologiy.. 

At present, the satellite is the best available medium 
for carrying the message across the world simultane- 
ously. Unfortunately, its misuse by certain countries, both 
in the West and the East, forced some countries.^cluding 
Iran, to ban this mass communication tooL 

We should explore the possibility of properly using sat- 
ellite networks for this and other worthwhile endeavors. 

Finally, we have to find a mechanism to narrow the gap 
between the rich and the poor. The United Nations can 
be the best platform where economists and social experts 
can search and find the best possible guidelines to be 
followed by all countries. 

The present condition of the children of the poor, and 
the abuses they suffer, are very alaniung. A sincere and 
strong will among the world's governments is needed to 
>: ndicate this menace.

TEHRAN - During tbe first quar- 
ter of 1373 (March 21-June 
20,1996) the nation’s balance of 
trade settled at Si. 7b and the bal- 
ance of current account at SI.2b . 
which was a positive develop- 
ment, said Central Bank of Ir^ 
(CBl) Governor Mobsen Nour- 
bakhsb yesterday. 

Addressing the opening cere- 
mony of the Seventh Islamic 
Banking Seminar held here, Nour- 
bakhsh added that the nation's 
monetary performance was better 
than a year ago. 

Nourbakhsh said in 1374 
(March 20, 1995-March 19, 1996) 
the nation's balance of trade was 
$5. 5b and that of current account 
S3.2b. 

He said the growth of liquidity 
during tbe first four months of 


1375 was four percent, down by 
2.7 percent compared to a 6.7 
percent growth in the same period 
last year. 

"Tliis reduces the pressure of 
inflation and strengthens the rial,” 
said ihe bank governor adding that 
in Tir 1375 (21 Jime-21 July, 
1996) 10.3 percent of the liquidity 
was concentrated outside the 
banking system compared to a 
11.3 percent liquidity last year, 
showing a better economy. 

Nourbakhsh said during the 
first four months of 1373 (March 
20/JuIy 2i. 1996) Ihe amount of 
deposits in the banking system 
was up by 6.6 percent and its 
volume in the month of Tir was 79 
trillion rials which shows that the 
banking system has performed 
better compared (o the preceding 
year. 


Nourbakhsh said during the 
year 1 374 the banking system was 
supposed to pay 921 billion rials 
credit to the agricultural sector but 
aaiially luid 1,611 billions rials. 
Also 1 .235 billion rials credit was 
approved for payment to the in- 
diLsiry and mining sector which 
was raised to 2,708 billion rials, 
nearly double tbe estimated flg- 
ure. 

He said CBI was payring back 
the nation's debt on schedule and 
expected a better econon^ in 1375 
compared to die preceding year.

PUK.

"My estimate is that 100 are 
dead if you count the peshmer- 
gas," or Kurdish guerillas, said 
the official. ”I don’t know how 
many are wounded.

An official with a U.N. relief 
agency in Arbil said there was a 
"very tense calm' in the city yes- 
terday. 

Iraq announced late Saturday it 
would withdraw its troops "very 
soon' from Northern Iraq, and 
that its ofiensive had been a "lipi' 
ited” pperaiion carried out at the 
request of the KDP. 

An Iraqi government spokes- 
man said Iraqi forces had 
"achieved the main goal of their 
mission" and would "return to 
their previous positions very 
soon.”

Chang's persistence and experi- 
ence paid off on Saturday as he 
emerged victorious from a rough 
five-set match with unseeded 
Vince Spadea in the third round of 
the U-S. Open Tennis Champion- 
ships.

"In all the matches that I’ve 
played, If I'm down a match point 
or the other guy's serving for the 
match, 1 don't count myself out," 
he said. 

Chang's victory ip the lOtfa 
game of the fouith launched a 
string of 1 1 unanswered points. It 
was the First of five games in a row 
that took him to a 2-0 lead in the 
fifth before be dropped his own 
serve to let the gap shrink to 2-1. 

He went up a break for good in 
the sixth, when he took a 4-2 lead. 

" He raised his level and I didn't 
get too many serves in, didn't 


attack," Spadea said. ”I didn't hit 
my shots the way 1 had been to get 
to that point."

MPs Call for More Kuwaitis in 
Oil Rector 


KUWAIT CnY (AFP) - MPs 
criticized the govemraent-run oil 
sector on Samrday for not em- 
pk^'ing enough Kuwaitis, in a 
parliamentary debate on the fi- 
nances of the state-owned Kuwait 
Petroleum Corporation (KPC).

"Today w% have a probleffl of 
unentoloyinenL" said Abdullah 
al-Hajiri. another tribal MP. add- 
ing that the KPC's aim to have 
Kuwmtis up 7U percent of 
its workforce by 2000 was "not 
•good enough." 

"We have to nationalize that 
sector (with Kuvraiti workers) and 
make it KK) percent Kuwaiti,” be 
argued. 

MPs also urged KPC to rid it- 
self of loss-makiiig subsidiaries, 
despite the fx:t that KPC reported 
record consolidated profits in fis- 
cal 1994-1995 of 81 1 milljon di- 
nars ($2.7 billion).

Disease Can Be Cured

QUESTION: Our adorable niece, 
age 17. has just been diagnosed 
with Hodgkin's Disease. While 
she wails for more informadon 
from tier doctor, we are on pins 
and needles and hope you could 
fill us in on this dreadful disease, 
and what can be e.xpected as she 
goes through tieatmenL I know 
you have main' questions but this 
is an uigent request Would yon 
please ansu’er soon? We hope you 
will help us. 

ANSWER: No one knows just 
where this disease of the l>’mph 
system comes from. It strikes 
most frequently at people age IS 
to 34 and over 60. It is classified 
as a lymphoma, or cancer of the 
lymphatic ^stem. Though there 
are lour t> pes of this disease, de- 
rived from the microscopic ap- 
pearance of the cells, they all ha\'e 
a similar course and outcome. 

The good news is that, when 
diagnosed and treated at an early 
stage. Hodgkin's Disease, in 
about 90 percent of the cases, can 
be cured. 

The fust sign of the disease is 
often a swollen gland or node in 
the neck or chest. Frequently there 
are no other signs of the illness, 
although elevated temperature, 
itchijig. night sweats and weight 
loss can accompaiw it. A strange 
^mptom. which can provide an 
early clue to tJie diagnosis, is im- 
mediate pain after drinking an al- 
coholic beverage in areas where 
the disease is located. The diagno- 
sis of Hodgkin's is made when a 
biop^ of a gland is taken and the 
tissue e.Nainjned under the micro- 
scope. 

The disease, if not treated, is 
slowK' progressive, with masses 
developing in various regions of 
the where they produce 

symptoms. When th^ masses 
develop in bones, paio may be m- 


tense. As the disease progresses, 
physicians "stage" hs progress, 
with Stage i represeming a very 
limited ^seasc. and Stage IV. 
widespread piogressioa 

The success of treatment is 
linked to the stage of the disease, 
^■iih those in Stage I being most 
successfuL Staging is helped 
through di^nostic procedures 
such as X-rays of the chest or CT 
scans. Occ^onally pl^sicians 
will use a ii*pntasen pg to esqploTe 
the insidK of a parient, which also 
helps them stage the disease. 

For eariy txeatzneot, ladiother- 
spy may be used exclusive^. Ina- 
di^on of localized nodes can 
remove them con^letefy in more 
than 95 percent of the cases; 90 
percent of these patiems will be 
disease-free 10 years after the di- 
agnosis is made. If the disease has 
progressed. there . are 
chemotherapeutic agents (anti- 
cancer drugs) available to con- 
tinue the figlU-.The dmgs may be 
used singly or in combination. 
Sometimes chemotherapy and la- 
diotheiapy are used togediet 
When the disease is difficult to 
treat it requires high doses of 
medication to destroy the cancer 
cells. In such cases, a specimmi of 
the patiem's own bone marrow is 
taken liisL Then the medicatioiis 
are prescribed at very high doses, 
high enough to even destit)}' the 
patient 's blood-making tissue (the 
bone marrow). When all the cells 
have been destroyed — both the 
Hodgkin's tumor cells as well as 
the normal blood cells -~tbe mar- 
row biopsy is transplanted back 
into the patient and normal blood 
can be produced once agairt 
Dr Thomas Hodgkin first de- 
scribed this disease in 1832. ll fv- 
nally appears that these 
techniques and medications have 
tamed it, or neariy so. inakiiig it

Lebed ruled out military force 
as an option, announcing dial "we 
are stopping the war and we are 
‘ withdrawing the (Ru^ian) army." 

I Both sides agreed that I^isla- 
tioh would be drawn up for Chech- 
nya in the next five years to 
"preserve human rights, the right 
of people to self-determination and 
to enable the people to make their 
will known." 

Although it was not clear who 
would draft the legislation, or 
whether there would be a referen- 
dum on independence, the joint 
statement signaled, a softening' of 
Moscow's position. 

! Previously Moscow had ruled 

out any compromise with the re- 
\ ^ befs over. their demand for inde- 
pendence. 

I The Chechen separatists, who 

I had previously insisted on imme- 
diate and full independence, 
i agreed Saturday to postpone' the 
issue for five years', by which time 
Lebed might have become the next 
Russian president. 

The rebels* military success in 
Grozny, most of wh ich they seized 
in a suiprise olTensive on August 
, 6. forced the Russians to pull thou- 

sands of troops out of the city and 
the southern mountains, in what 
Chechens and Russian commenta- 
tors saw as a defeat for the federal 
forces. 

Rebel Vice President Satd- 
Khassan .Abumuslimov said the 
accord signt^ by Lebed and rebel 
‘military commander Aslan Mask- 
'^ndov Saturday did not describe 
Chechnya us part of Russia, and 
"for UH there is no change, Chech- 
. nya remains independent." 


The rebels have been fighting 
for independence since Russia 
poured thousands of troops into 
Chechnya in December 1994, trig- 
gering a war which has cost more 
than 40,000 lives, mostly civilians. 

Dfflitiy Treriin, a political ana- 
lyst at die carnage eodowisem in 
Moscow, said the accord was "a 
framework agreement for future 
work, not an agreement which set- 
tles all issues," but it was "clear that 
a political solution has replaced 
violence," 

Andrei PiontkovsiQr, head of 
the center for strategic studies in 
Moscow, said demilitarization of 
Chechnya was "irreversible." 

He said diere were already sigps 
of a chauvinist backlash in Russia, 
"but most ordinaiy people will be 
glad that the war has ended." 

The Chechen rebels found that 
Lebed, a consistent critic of Rus- 
sia's military intervention in the 
mainly Muslim North Caucasus 
Republic, was a partner they could 
deal with. 

Maskhadov praised the retired 
Russian general, saying: "finally 
we found someone who wanted to 
end the war." 

But analysts warned that Lebed 
still had political battles to fight in 
Moscow, where be has powerful 
enemies who still favor the mili- 
tary option to crush what they call 
the Chechen "bandit groups." 

Lebed himself has demanded 
the dismissal of Interior Minister 
Anatoly Kulikov, who commands 
most of the Russian troops in 
Chechnya and is widely seen as 
hawkish. 

Pro-Moscow Chechen Leader 
Doku Zavgayev and Oleg Lobov, 
Lebed's predecessor on die power- 
ful Russian Security (Council, are 
also prominent among his political 
enemies, according to 
Piomkovsky. 

"One cannot imagine a coali- 
tion government including the re- 
bels and Zavgayev’s supporters. 
Most of Zlavgayev’s followers will 
have to leave Chechnya, and they 
will fiercely oppose the accord," 
Piontkovsky said. 

Yeltsin, tbo, has been "trying to 


pos^MMie the moment of truth," 
Piontkovsky told AFP. 

"If the conflict is resolved, peo- 
ple will ask: 'Why did all those 
soldiers have to die?' and the ques- 
tion will be directed at Yeltsin." 

The Russian president has 
voiced only lukewarm backing for 
Lebed’s peace efforts, and refused 
to meet him before the latest round 
of peace talks. . 

A Western diplomat com- 
mented that Prime Minister Viktor 
Chernomyrdin and some other 
senjor officials "want to end the 
war as soon as possible, but they 
doti't want Lebed to come back a 
hero, otherwise he will be unbeat- 
able when presidential elections 
are held." 

Despite the vagueness about 
Chechnya's political stanis, 
Pionticovsky pointed to the exam- 
ple of Tatarstan, a republic on the 
Volga with a large degree of auton- 
omy from Moscow. 

"The lesson of Tatarstan, whose 
constitution contradicts the Rus- 
sian one, is that sometimes there 
can be no formal settlement of in- 
ter-ethnic problems, but one can 
turn a blind eye to die legal for- 
malities.”

Secret Israel-PA Talks Set to 
Yield Major Peace Push 
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JERUSALEM (AFP) - Weeks of 
secret talks between Israel and the 
Palestinian Authority are on the 
Aerge of yielding a series of "un- 
derstandings" that will give a ma- 
jor push to the stalled peace 
process, the Jerusalem Post re- 
ported Sunday. 

The English-language newspa- 
per quoted a senior Israeli official 
as saying the talks "are in the ad- 
vance stages of obtaining undeF- 
standings which will break the 
deadlock and give the peace proc- 
ess a i^l push." 

The secret meetings began on 
August 13 and have been held in 
-4ffel Aviv at the home of U.N. peace 
coordinator Teije Larsen and his 
wife. Norvvegian diplomat Mona 
Juul, the newspaper reported. 

The Norwegian couple played a 
central role in the 1993 alks in 
Oslo which led to mutual recogni- 
tion of Israel and Yasser Arafat's 
PLO and launched the Palestinian 
autonomy process. 

The Jerusalem Post said the 
lalks were led b> Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu's top foreign 
policy adviser. Dore Gold, and 
Arafat's simior Deputy Mahmud 
Abbas, also known as Abu Mazen. 


Netanyahu, who W'hile repeat- 
edly promising to pursue the peace 
process begun by the previous L» 
borgovemment has taken few con- 
crete steps in that direction since 
coming to office in mid-June, indi- 
rectly confirmed on Sunday that 
contacts with the Palestinians were 
underway and would soon yield 
results. 

Asked on Israeli army radio 
about reports of an imminent meet- 
ing between himself and Yasser 
Arafat, Netanyahu said, "a meeting 
will take place when developments 
permit, and in fact there are cur- 
rently all sorts ofdcvelopmenis un- 
derway." 

"You must be patient and wait 
one or two more days, but there are 
new developments," he said. 

In its report, die Jerusalem Post 
said die understandings reached so 
far in the secret talks include Israel 
authorizing an increase from 
around 40,000 to 50,000 in the 
number of Palestinians allowed to 
work in Israel, a measure badly 
needed to ease economic problems 
in the Palestinian territories. 

Netanyahu's office on Friday 
announced that the government 
planned to case restrictions on *e 
territories, but provided no details. 


' The Palestinians also agreed to 
new discussions on die terms for 
Israel’s delayed withdrawal from 
the West Bank city of Hebron, to 
be followed by negotiations on flip 
dier redeployment of the Israeli 
army from other zones in die West 
Bank as called for under the Oslo 
peace accords. 

Those redeployments concern 
areas now under full Israeli control 
and cover about 70 percent of the 
West Bank tenitory which under 
the Oslo accords had been due to 
begin on September 7. 

Israel in turn promised to 
audiorize the opening of the first 
Palestinian mrport in the southern 
Ga 2 a Strip and to allow Arafat to 
fiy unimpeded in his helicopterbe- 
tween die West Bank and CJaza 
Strip. 

Concerning die emotional issue 
of Jerusalem, which both Israelis 
and Palestinians claim as dieir 
capital, the two sides have been 
working on verbal understandings 
that would not appear in the wrioen 
agreement, the paper said.

"When you come here and you 
see everybody else in the same 
boat it gives you a great.source of 
pride and recharses your batteries 
and lets you realize that you're not 
on your own," Rahman, a develop- 
ment distant for the organizing 
Islamic society of North America, 
said. 

The society's 33rd convention 
in the United States, which began 
Friday, gives a snapshot of a Mus- 
lim community on the continent 
that Islamic leaders number at 
about 6 million. 

Emigrants who came for higher 
education founded the society. 
Many stayed, either for opportuni- 
ties available here or because of 
tear of peraecution at home. 

As They developed, the conven- 
tions grew from meagergatherings 
of a few hundred to those of recent 
years, drawing more than 10,000 
Muslims a year.

Clinton used the same imagery 
in addressing a crowd ofthousands 
who welcomed him to Paducah. 

"Are we going to build a bridge to 
the future or a bridge to the past?" 
he asked. "I want you to think 
about the kind of world our chil- 
dren will be living in." 

Clinton and Gore, along with 
their wives, launched a four-state 
bus tour that sought to rekindle the 
bubbly spontaneity of their 1992 
post-convention journey. This 
year's version wends from Mis- 
souri through Illinois, Kenrucky 
and Tenne^ee, with Clinton 
.switching to Air Force One in 
Memphis Saturday night for a 
flight to his home of Little Rock.

Committee Decides More Work 
Needed, Eyes Conference in 1998 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) - Legal 
experts from around the world took 
an imponant step toward creating 
the first-ever permanent Interna- 
tional Court to prosecute war 
crimes, genocide and other forms 
of aggression. 

Tlie experts’ agreed to try to fin- 
ish preparatory work on estab- 
lishing the court by April 1998 so 
that a conference can be convened 
later that year. 

The International Criminal 
Court would tiy crimes against hu- 
manity when national tribunals are 
unavailable. Italy has offered to 
.host the 1998 conference. 

Tlie push to establish such a 
court has grown following allega- 
tions of genocide in the former Yu- 
goslavia and Rwanda. Suspects in 
those crimes are now being tried in 
special, temporary tribunals. 

Tlie proposed tribunal would 
differ from the International Court 
of'Justice in the Hague, also known 


as the Worid Court, which decides 
cases between countries but does 
not prosecute individuals. 

Government legal experts com- 
pleted three weeks of discussions 
Friday in a preparatory committee 
formed by the U.N. General Assem- 
bly last December. 

A 60-page draft statute reconv 
mends ihat the court hear cases 
whenever "national jurisdictions 
are either ineffective or incapable 
of undertaking prosecutions" of 
war critnes. aggression, genocide 
and "crime.*? covered by the provi- 
sions of international treaties." 

For years, Washington had op- 
posed est^lishing a permanent in- 
ternational criminal court, despite 
U.S. efforts to establish the IMS 
Nuremberg Tribunal that prose- 
cuted crimes committed in World 
Warn.

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New Russian Fighter Plane Buoys 
Hopes for Moscow 


WASHINGTON tAFP) - A new 
Russian fighter said lo be capable 
of amazing feats of agility goes on 
show next week, and with it rides 
Moscow’s ambitions to be a major 
player again in the international 
arms market. 

Tbe Sukboi SU-37 is expected 
to be the star attraction at Britain’s 
Famborough Air Show Septem- 
ber 2-8. where throngs of poten- 
tial buyers will get their first look 
at a fighter that tbe Russians say 
will revolutionize air-to-^ com- 
bat. 

The secret is a technology 
called Thrust Vector Control. The 
aircraft's two powerful engines 
are fitted with nozzles that can be 
moved hydraulically, steering the 
multi-role fighter into improbably 
sharp turns and steep angles of 
attack. 

A fighter with Thrust Vector 
Control can outmaneuver any 
other in a dog fight, according to 
the Russians. The SU-37 will be 
the only supersonic fighter in the 
world with the System - although 
Britain's subsonic Harrier jump 
jei pioneered it - until the U.S. 
F-22 is fielded in 2004. None of 
the new European filters offers 
(he capabilit>'. 

"These are the new planes of 
(he new Russia." said Ariel Co- 
hen. an expert on the Russian mili- 
tar>' at the Heritage Foundation. 

"They're breaking through the 
veil of secrecy that enshrined this 


highly prestigious sector of the 
Russian defense industry during 
the Soviet era. We'll see more and 
more of the Russian systems," he 
said. 

Almost os surprising as the SU- 
37 's technology is that it may be 
sold abroad before the Russian 
military gets it. 

Russia has little choice, ac- 
cording to analysts here. To sur- 
vive. its proud 80-year-old 
aeronautics 'industry — like other 
Russian defense industries — must 
sell to foreign countries and find 
new clients with hard currency. 

In fact, the development of the 
SU-37 reportedly was financed by 
Sukboi, with littie official back- 
ing, through sales of SU-27s to 
Vietnam a^ China. 

Even though the single-seat 
fighter has not yet been ordered by 
the Russian miliiaiy, Sukhoi will 
be offering the SU-37 for expon, 
an unusual step for the Russians 
but one that is not uncommon 
among European arms makers 
seeking to keep production lines 
open. 

Aviation Week and Science 
Technology, tbe leading aeronau- 
tics weekly, rqxmed thai Sukhoi, 
which aims to become one of the 
top three exporters of combat air- 
craft in the world, developed the 
fighter with the Asian market in 
mind. 

Price should be an added incen- 
tive. Tbe Russians are known for

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selling military hardware at prices 
well below those of comparable 
Western systems. 

There are some signs Russia’s 
mariceting efforts are paying off. 
ft landed 56 billion in weapons 
contracts with developing coun- 
tries last year, overtaking the 
^United Slates and France for the 
first lime since the end of the Cold 
War. 

Sales to C hina, a onetime ideo- 
logical rival, to India, a longtime 
client, and to Iran »xounted for 
the surge, say U.S. experts, who 
are skeptical that tbe Russians can 
' sustain the lead. 

"They sold some Mig-29s to 
Malaysia and armored personnel 
carriers to the UAE, but and 
large it tends to be to those coun- 
tries that Doboefy else would sell 
to," said Joel Johnson, interna- 
tional vice president for the Wash- 
ington-based Aerosapee Indus- 
tries Association. 

"You have not seen major in- 
roads in countries that can pay 
cash and are acceptable to other 
countries.” he said. 

China, which has bought SO 
SU-27s and a produaion license, 
will continue to be a fertile market 
as Beijing modernizes its anti- 
quated air force. 

But it's a "Faustian bargain,” 
said Richard Grimmit. who docu- 
mented the surge in Russian arms 
sales for the U.S. Congress. 

As former Soviet clients. 
C hina is a good match for Russian 
weapon systems, he said. But Rus- 
sian licensing agreements may 
make Beijing a competitor in tbe 
Asian arms market. And as a 
onetime adversary of Russia with 
a long common border, china -is 
far from the ideal diem. 

”1 think that the Russians 
selling modem, sophisticated and 
lethal weapons or the technology 
to produce them to C hina are sell- 
ing the rope with which the Chi- 
nese can hang them. ” said Cohen.
